except those due 40 sporc- 
forming bacteria, such as anthrax 
or gas gangrene, will have been 
destroyed.

“BOR BABY 


IR this ‘bhby carrlage cover 

“buy 6 yds .of baby pink 
ribbon "1%" wide, and 14 yas. 
same kind of ribbon in Baby, 
blue, Buy 4 yds. of pink or blue 
of the same ribbon for binding. 
Buy % yd. each of rayon crepe 
and.canton flannel for lining and 
interlining. 


Fold a sheet and put {t on table 
so you'll have a nice, clean sur- 
face to work on.

Cut. edges of }{ning and Inter- 
lining so both measure 24” wide 
and 34” long.
